The whisky now being distilled will not 
be placed on tho market for three years 
and the visible supply on baud is only 
78,000,000 gallons, wliiU the annual con- 
sumption is nutirly half that quantity, 
hence thu truat cun control the market. 


The obj;ct of RjprusenUtlvu Scott's 


bill is to raise revenue for the support of 
the Government, but if inouey for imme- 
diate use is required by the Government 
the bill fcliould be amended so ti3 to com- 
pel tlio pnyni'Mit of the tax 113 SOOP as the 
whisky is distilled. 
It is said that there 


are 00,000,000 gallons of whisky now 
o*ned by the trust on which the tnx of 
90 cents per "tillon has not been paid. 
If that tux should bo collected it would

An Old Rosebush. 


As long ago as the year 823 Hildas- 


heim is mentioned in history. In that 
year we are told Louis the Pious, Char- 
lemagne's son and successor, made it 
the seat of the bishopric intended by hi* 
father to be established at the neighbor- 
ing town of Elze. Less than a century 
before Charlemagne had brought the 
heathen Saxons into subjection and 
Christianity was yet new in the land. 
Gunther, the first bishop, had been can- 
on at the cathedral at Reims. Three 
years after his elevation to the new 
episcopal bee he consecrated the fhst 
chapel, naming it in honor of the Virgin 
Mary. The chapel is supposed to have 
occupied the site under the present 
cathedral, where the crypt of the new 
church is built. 


A pretty rosebush that now clings to 


the outer wall of tho cathedral choir is 
said by tradition to have grown there 
sinco tho days of Louis tho Pious him- 
self, hi the Tsvelt'th century, when tho 
choir and crypt wen- being enlarged, a 
protecting hollow wall was built around 
tho rosebush, in order that the vine 
might continue to grow about the build- 
ing when tho now wall hurl been com- 
pleted. A bit of the old arching may be 
seen behind the altar in the crypt, This, 
is tho present voucher for the great age 
of the rosebush, and it must be admitted 
that many traditions repose upon a less 
solid foundation,—Architectural Record.
